AN EXPERIMENT IN CO-OPERATION. 

THERE are few who understand—and perhaps 
it is least of all understood by the labor interest 
itself 


loss of 


how very much indirect as well as direct 


business has resulted from the ‘‘ labor 


troubles’’ of the current year. It is, in fact, 


almost incalculable. Men who were proposing 


to build new houses, or extend their factories, 
or develop their business in new directions, or 
go into business, have been frightened off, and 
so carpenters and masons and iron-workers and 
all other mechanics have lost work, and traders 
have lost profits, and there is less money to be 
spent accordingly in buying food from farmers 
or books from booksellers, and they and those 
whom they employ suffer in turn. Now, in all 
these matters, an ounce of prevention is better 
than a pound of cure, and any experiments 
toward settling difficulties in advance, by arbitra- 
tion or by co-operation, is worth general atten- 
tion, especially when they are within the limits 
of one’s own trade. 

We take especial pleasure, therefore, in calling 
attention to the successful effort made by a pub- 
lishing and printing firm at the West, Messrs. 
George W. Crane & Co., of Topeka, Kan., to in- 
troduce a system of co-operation, or, rather, of 
profit-sharing, into their relations with their em- 


In the summer of 188s Mr. Crane ad- 


ployés. 
dressed a circular to each of the sixty hands, 
stating in substance that business was not ren- 


dering a satisfactory amount of profit. Whether 
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it resulted from high wages or not Mr. Crane 
could not tell, but he asked each one to try and 
make his work count for as much as possible, in 


the hope of proving that the usual way of 


“cutting down wages’’ was not always neces 
sary. This produced a great change for the 


better. The hands always appeared cheerful 


and active. The printers, both Union and non- 
Union, opposed the proposition of forcing the 
Office into the Union, claiming that no demands 
should be made where there were no complaints 
There was less waste of paper and leather. Gas 
was turned off more promptly when not needed. 
Work did not quit so suddenly at sound of the 
whistle. The hands all cheerfully worked over- 
time without pay at extra rates, and when the 
trial sheet was completed April 1, 1886, there was 
a very great improvement shown in the result of 
the business. It is true that it was not entirely 
caused by the hands, because generally trade 
was better. But simply on the principle that all 
who assist in making the business successful 
should reap some benefits from the success, the 
following circular was issued 


CIRCULAR TO EMPLOYES.—WJWVo. 2. 


TopEKA, KAN., April 5, 

About a year ago I addressed a circular to 
you, stating that the results of the business for 
some months then past were not satisfactory. 
Instead of resorting to the usual method of re- 
ducing expenses by cutting down wages, I asked 
each of you to try to prove that that was not 
necessary, and to try to make up the deficiency 
by increased exertions. 

The result of the semi-annual inventory and 
comparative statement just completed is highly 
satisfactory, and shows a large increase in busi- 
ness and profits. This is not entirely caused by 
your exertions, but I concede that it is in part. 
To the foremen and others whose wages are the 
same each week regardless of the number of 
hours they devote to the business, there will be 
an increase in wages. To all others the wages 
will remain the same as at present, but nine 
hours will constitute a day’s work; this will 
make the equivalent of a raise of ten per cent in 
wages. It is not profitable to the business to 
have employés work overtime, and it will not be 
demanded oftener than is absolutely necessary ; 
but when overtime is called for, it will be paid 
for at the same rate per hour as for regular 
time, except extreme cases of late hours for 
special work, which will be paid for at special 
rates and made satisfactory. 

For the present, and until otherwise notified 
by the superintendent, we will operate ten hours 
per day, the extra hour each day will count as 
extra time from Saturday, April 3; and here- 
after the regular time for quitting on Saturdays 
will be 4 P.M. 

This new rule will make the scale of wages 
considerably higher in this office than in others 
with which we compete, and the only way to 
make the continuance of such a policy possible, 
will be for each one to use his or her best efforts 
to turn out good work without waste of time or 
material. GEORGE W. CRANE 
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As a result, Mr. Crane writes us, there is 
more cheerfulness and enthusiasm than ever 
among the hands, and although the scale of 
wages is higher than competitors are paying, 
the business still continues to grow. Money is 
easy, trade good, the house is vgry rarely an- 
noyed by spoiled and erroneous work (usually a 
very large item in the printing business), and 
Mr. Crane feels satisfied that the comparative 
statement on October 1 will show a larger in- 
crease of profit than ever, in which case the 
scale will go up ten per cent, or the same scale 
retained and the hours reduced to the eight-hour 
system. 

Mr. DeVinne’s interesting paper in the July 
Century chronicled the rise and fall of the co- 
operative printing company which some years 
ago started in thiscity. The reasons of that fall 
he himself clearly outlines—the co-operators 
were not willing to let their best brains run the 
business, and, by insisting on the suicidal policy 
of forcing it to pay ail that could be got out of it 
at the moment, instead of exercising the self- 
restraint necessary to develop the future, finally 
ruined it. Mr. Crane’s method of profit-sharing 
avoids this difficulty because it keeps the direct- 
ing power in the hands best fitted to exercise it ; 
but it is also a step toward a more thorough co- 
operation, such as Godin’s in France or the 
Cassells’ in England, and itis worth thinking 
over by all business men who are employers of 
labor.
